tt coon today, District 
Attorney 


Frederick O. Traver made the fol- 
lowing plea Ior cooperation by citl- 
ens with public officials itt-enforc- 
ng the laws of the land: 


you have invited me here today, 
s I understand it, to talk about cer- 
iin lawless conditions which are al- 
leged to exist in this city and county 
and which appear to have been agi- 
tating the "public mind" of late. 


The 
conditions 
complained 
of 


seem to be these: 


1st. 
Immorality prevails in cer- 


tain sections in this city. 


2nd. 
The National Prohibition 


Act is not being properly enforced in 
this city and county. 


I say to you very frankly that I 


believe both of'these complaints to 
lie well founded in certain effects. 


While there are so-called "pro- 


fessional" disorderly houses in this 
!o*'n—that is, no houses 
where 


women are kept for immoral pur- 
poses—I have no doubt that there 
are places here where 
both white 


and coloied persons meet for such 
purposes and there are probably 
gambling joints here also. 


There is nothing unusual in this. 


1 am confident that such places, and 
worse, exist in practically every city 
in the country and in many rural 
localities as well. 
And, gentlemen, 


such places will continue to exist un- 
til sufficient evidence can be obtain- 
ed to close them up. Mere talk will 
accomplish absolutely nothing ex- 
cept to hinder the authorities in pro- 
curing such evidence as they need. 
One ordinary citizen, with a modic- 
um of brains, who Is not afraid to 
come to the front and who is willing 
lo direct his efforts along practical 
lines and cooperate with the author- 
ities, can do more toward improving 
conditions in your city and county, 
than all the mere orators in. the en- 
tire United States combined.

The second fnctor which I* partly 


responsible for the poor care which 
the bull receives Is his nervous tem- 
perament This makes It necewary to 
handle him with care to avoid acci- 
dents. The press frequentlj carrie* 
report* of persons being Injured or 
killed by bulls. Because of such oc- 
currences, dairy balls have come to be 
looked upon In many cases a* neces- 
sary evil*. This attitude, coupled with 
a low appreciation of the value of the 
herd tire on the part of the owner, re- 
rait* In neglect of juch essentials •* 
feed, exercise, removal of manure from 
the stable* and such other details of 
care that are necessary. 


The ration of th* bull may be much 


the same as that for the herd. Man* 
breeder* feed him the regular herd 
grain mixture. However, thl* 1* not 
advisable If this mixture contain* a 
high percentage of cottonseed meal, 
a* many braider* think that it ha* a 
tendency to cau*e Impotency.

Where a paddock can- 1-1 
not be erected, a good method of gtv- i t 
ing him exercise Is to have a heavy 
wire stretched between two itont 
post;. The lead rope from hi* ring 
can be tied to a ring on the wire,

Economical commercial dairying de- 


tnands that the dairy calves be raised 
by hand rather than by nursing their 
jnother. This fact makes it neres- 
*nry to provide a place to keep the 
young culvcs while being fed milk, 
any Prof. .T. P. LaMajter, chief of tbe 
dairy dlvi-rfon, Clemson college, who 
euggests that the essentials for such 
quarters are: (J) that they can be 
easily cleaned; (2) provided with an 
abundance of sunlight; (3) properly 
drained, so as to pre\ent any surface 
water from entering, or from becom- 
ing damp from any cauce; and (4) 
an arrangement which will permit the 
feeding and care of tho calves with 
]the least amount of labor in quar- 
ters that give the calves enough room. 


Onlves raised on skim milk In prac- 


llcally every case develop the liablt _ 
of sucking one another's ears, na- ! tponiored It" 
vel% and udders immediately after 
being fed milk. This habit often re- 
sult* In the udders being misshapen, 
or entirely blind In one or more quar- 
ters when the heifer comes In milk. 
If this habit was limited to the pe- 
riod Just after feeding milk, the diffi- 
culty could be overcome by keeping 
(the calves In stanchions for 30 min- 
utes or more after each feeding; but 
Muring the day, when the young calves 
become hungry, they will start suck- 
ing again. 


To prerent this trouble each calf 


•hould have a small pen of Its own. 
This 1« not as hard to provide as might 
seem. A long pen six or seven feet 
;wlde can be divided Into pens by plac- 
ing gates across at proper distances, 
depending on the number of calves on 
hand and the space available. To 
make It easy to get the calves in ami 
out of the pens nnd to clean the 
yens, these gate* may be fined with a 
cord In the center which passes over 
a small pulley overhead, and with a 
weight attache/ on the other end 
B«avy enough to balance the gate, 
this will allow the gate to be raised 
overhead out of the way when not 
Seeded. The gate should be fitted into 
groove* at each end formed by using 
» 2 by 4-inch upright and 1 by 3-tnch 
slats nailed on each side to form the 
slot. Such an arrangement is inex- 
pensive and makes a safe and con- 
yenlent pen for young calves.

DUCK RAISING IS 


WORTH CONSIDERING 


"War Map" Shows Extent 


of Bovine Tuberculosis 


bj the Unlltd £<it» Dtpurtm.Bt 


or Agriculture.) 


Proceeding on the principle that one 


tan flght nn enemy beat If he knows 
the enemy's position and strength, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has issued a map-poster showing 
the extent of bovine tuberculosis in 
the country. The map is the central 
feature,- but the poster also contains 
explanatory matter and figures show- 
fc»j; the! degree of Infection In various 
parts of the country. Six different In- 
tensities* of shading enable any person 
to tee how the county In which he 
lives compares with others in his 


"Handsomest, most imposing and Im- 


portant of the several bridges spanning 
the Chicago river Is that which con- 
tinues Michigan boulevard from the 
business heart of the city north- 
ward. One of the greatest difficulties 
that the city of Chicago has experi- 
enced with this bridge has been the 
large number of cars which have been 
wrecked on rainy days. 
By actual 


count this bridge clears 58,000 to GO,- 
000 automobiles every 24 hours. Traf- 
fic is further complicated by the fact 
that busses turn about at one end of 
the bridge. When It Is necessary to stop 
other traffic on the bridge to permit 
busses to turn, it becomes almost Im- 
possible to control the cars, which skid 
badly on rainy dnys, running Into the 
cars ahead and often causing much 
damnge. 


"Further trouble was also caused 


by the fact that this Is a double- 
deck bridge, with one driveway above 
another. 
When It rained, the water, 


ell nnd dirt on the tipper driveway very 
naturally flowed down through the 
wood plunking formerly used upon the 
trucks nnd cars on the lower level. 


"Rubber pnvlng has been laid across 


one entire span of the bridge, both of 
the sidewalk and of the roadway. This 
means a strip of rubber sidewalk 150 
feet long und 12 feet wide, or 1,800 
square feet, and also a strip of rubber 
roadway 130 feet long and 30 feet 
wide, or 4,500 square feet, making a 
total of 6,300 square feet o£ robber 
surface. 


"The new paring ha? eliminated 


both of the serious troubles encoun- 
tered In the use of this bridge. Being 
of 
corrugated 
rubber, the 
paring 


bricks prevent skidding. Then the use 
of rubber paring enabled a waterproof 
membrane to be put between the lower 
six-Inch flooring and the upper plunk- 
ing that absolutely eliminates all leak- 
age from the upper down to the lower 
roadway. 


"Added to these desired characteris- 


tics will be the wonderful wearing 
qualities of rubber paring, which have 
been demonstrated in England, and It 
la hoped that years of test on bridge- 
work in this country will show that It 
is not subject to the expansion and 
contraction which cnuse so much trou- 


The average farm baa all the facil- 


ities which ars necessary for the rait- 
ing of a goodly number of ducks and 
with a little outlay may add consid- 
erably to the farm income from that 
source.

lar poultry business of the farm that 
is worthy of the consideration of the 
average p«r*on. 


The BOOMS which are needed for 


ducks are simple affair*.

plain and comfortable and need very 
little furnishings. Generally on every 
farm there is a •mall shed or building 
that can be used for this purpose. 
Warmth Is not essential to the extent 
that Is necessary with hens, but If It 
Is dry and protected It will generally 
serve the purpose. Duck* should not 


1 be close^f confined.

Artificial incubation and brooding 


are used almost entirely by the large 
producers of duck*, but under most 
farm condition* the Incubation and 
brooding will be mostly done by hens 
or by duck*. - Before the hen* are put 
on the eggs and again before the duck- 
lings are given to her she should be 
thoroughly dusted with Insecticides. 
The nest should be watched for lice 
and treated as may be necessary. 


The feed of the duck* in nature 1* 


both vegetable and animal. 
In the 


wild state they get a great deal of 


1 their food 
along the 
creek* and 


marshes. This type of food needs to 
be imitated to some extent. The duck 
has no crop like the chicken, the food 
passing directly to the gizzard and as 
a consequence they are not fltted for 
as much hard food as chicken*. In 
fact, a large number of the profes- 
sional raisers depends largely on soft 
foods. 
However, under farm condi- 


tions where the ducks have free range 
the problem is not so difficult and 
roost of the additional feed will be 
grains. "Feed that Is adapted to pro- 
ducing growth on chickens will answer 
the purpose for ducklings without go- 
ing to the expense and Inconvenience 
of railing additional rations. The main 
difference that will be noted by the 
beginner Is that the ducklings make a 
faster growth and therefore they will 
consume a larger amount of food.
